London, Jan. 19.—At midnight the 
war office announced that it had no 
further news for publication. 
When 
questioned with regard to the rumored 
British victory and tlie relief of Lady- 
emith the oilicials replied that they 
had received no information to bear 
out either feiiture of the rumor and 
were inclined to think that serious 
fighting must precede the relief of the 
town. 


Military critics in affiliation with the 
war office consider that the expected 
battle along the wide arc south and 
west of Ladysmith win hardly be de- 
laj’ed be\Tond to-day. From Durban it 
is reported that fighting has already 
begun.

London, Jan. lO.-—A sj)ecial dispatch 
from Durban, dated Wcdncsdaj’, says: 
Advices from Potgieter’s Drift, dated 
Tuesday, say that Sir Charles Warren 
has arrived within 17 miles of Lady­ 
smith. and that British wounded are ar­ 
riving at the Mooi liiver field hospital 
by every train from the front, indicat­ 
ing that there has already been severe 
fighting.

The Brit­ 
ish scouts had minutely searched all 
the suspicious country, but there was 
no sign of the enemy. The column ad­ 
vanced to Mount Alice, facing the ene­ 
my’s mountain fortress. 


The Boers had Wen at Potgieter’s 
Drift the previous day, but a body of 
South African horse swam the stream 
under fire and brought over the pon­ 
toon from the Boers’ side. 
The Boers 
were evidently surprised at the appear- 
»nce of the British on the scene. 
A 
long camp could be seen on 
Tugela 
Heights, facing Mount Alice, but the 
enemy quickly struck camp and cleared 
off into the mountains.

Gen. Buller has issued a spirited ap­ 
peal and instruction to the forces, be­ 
ginning: 
“We are going to the relief 
of our comrades in Ladysmith. There 
will be no turning back.”
